A Sydney astronomer says Australia should spend $200,000 looking for unidentified 
objects* 

He is Dr. D. Herbison Evans , a bearded 32 year -old Oxford University Physicist 
at the Sydney University. 

Dr. Dr. Herbison Evans is a Postboctorai research Follow in the Chatter+on Astron¬ 
omy Dept, of the School of Physics, the group which, looks after the university 1 s 
huge space-searching instruments at Narrabri. 

After analysing a 9666 page report on UFOs compiled at the Univeristy of Colorado 
Dr. Herbison- Ev ns said this week . 

n The book shows there is evidence that extra-terrestrial visitors have been here. 

" .f this is true then it is a stupendous importance. 

" ^he evidence justifies a deeper lock y in a scientific way not just involving 
the collection .of feports, from people who have reported sightings 51 

Drc Herbison= Evans said there wore two ways Australia could conduct this research, 
and eachiequircd the use of filed cameras snapping pictures of the sky every 30 
seconds or so day and night . 

Scientists already used- like this to record meteors and the aurora. 

The cameras could bo cOncenrtratod in areas which records suggescod were probale 
peaces for UFO sightings, or much larger number could bo distributed at random 
throughout out- Australia or N3?I . 

n If you distributed 2.000 cameras costing about $100 each far enough apart, you 
would have a good chance of a sighting in ay ear" he said.-

McDonald to witness the objects 

When Carl came out to see it, it was still-in the sky in the 
North-West, Both described the motion of' the object as"the 
object seemed to be slowly moving northwards and just disappeared 
In the North about- 3 min®. later.” 

In this very interesting UFO case there was a number of very 
puzzling features which took much time to work out, but after

When Julie viewed the object first, the object had both of its 
orange’lights turned on but when Carl came out to view the object, 
one of the objects orange lights was turned off; the red lights 
were large and each one had a diameter which reached from top to 
bottom of the banana shape or in other words the red lights were 
the same size as the diameter of the craft itself, or the banana 
shape.

I have been asked to write upon the project upon which the group of people, 
known as 'Lunic Enterprises', are engaged; and whose project and discovery 
have a bearing upon the astral vehicles of Scripture. 

As an introduction to this subject, it would be well to remember that we 
now live in days when we do not know what the morrow will bring forth, 
even in the sphere of science. The advance of knowledge has, to a large 
extent, been static, or verv slow moving, throughout the centuries. But 
now science is having to adapt itself to a continuous flood of new 
knowledge. 

With the exception of the steam locomotive, which could only run on 
rails, the speed of continuous travel since the days of the Pharaohs 
has been that of the trotting horse until so very recently that I have 
lived in days when transport was horse-drawn 0 I have now lived to see 
men orbiting the moon at twenty times the speed of a service rifle bullet, 
and I can look yet forward to the time of a new project which must 
ultimately make the aeroplane and rocketry obsolete. Perhaps I shall 
live to see it, It sounds fantastic - incredibleJ 

We should ask ourselves. Has the Almighty God, whose over-ruling hand 
ever leads the course of this world to its final consummation in Christ's 
universal kingdom on earth, had nothing to say upon this matter? He 
certainly has. Through these undeniable facts He lias been speaking to us, 
but few will need His voice. His unfailing prophetic Word has told us 
that the ''last days" of the Christian ago, prior to our Lord's return in 
supernatural glory and in fearful judgement upon the world, will be the 
days when "KNOWLEDGE 3HALL BE INCREASED". 

We therefore been shown where we stand in the great time-table of God. 

Hi 3 x .reknowledge of these things and the manifest outworking of His 
declared purpose gives us the assurance that it will reach its ultimate 
objective. 


"Thy kingdom come ..... on earth as it is in heaven". 

The "Lunic Enterprise" project has resulted from a discovery made by Mr. 
John Soarl of Mortimer that it is possible to build a craft that con 
derive its motive power from the electromagnetic field of the astro¬ 
nomical universe, and so son ..*\../el through air and space without taking 
with it any fuel or source of power derived from this earth. 
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This originated from his discovery that by spinning circular metal parts 
a small electromagnetic force could be detected on a conventional metre 
as between the negative towards the periphery and the positive towards 
the rotational axis. The development of a generator upon this principle 
produced the expected current but with the surprising result that the 
generator lifted into the air, and produced strange electrical effects 
upon other electrical equipment near at hand. 

This has thrown light upon the working of flying saucers which have been 
seen in all countries of the world, and which we have had to recognise 
as being not of terrestrial origin. The craft that have been mo.de and 
flown by Mr 0 Searl - some of which have been lost in space - have been 
made in the form of flying saucers, but not for the purpose of copying 
the design. In fact ho was conducting his experiments on these lines 
before flying saucers came to be noticed. The significant thing is 
that his craft had to be of this design for drawing power from the 
electro-magnetic field of the universe, and for using it for propulsion, 
not in any aero-dynamic way, but by control of the surrounding magnetic 
field. The craft are drawn along magnetic lines of force operating in 
a magnetically created ■vacuum. This is in line with what has been 
observed in frying saucers. They move at incredible speeds and 
regardless cf whether they are moving flat on, or edge on, to the line 
of flight. 


The Evidenc e of Scr ipture 


If we pursue this subject to its proper conclusion, we cannot leave God. 
out of it, because He has spoken upon it through His apostles and prophets 
and has told us of the use He will have for astral vehicles in the days 
that are yet to come. 


In addition to the facts shown above, the flying saucers bear further 
resemblance to the astral vehicles, called n chariots of God" which were 
seen in Old Testament days, and which are to be used again, and to a 
greater extent at the return of our Lord. 

The prophet Euckiel saw these vehicles coming with the speed of a whirl¬ 
wind. He also sa.w them coming with clouds and with fire, and this also 
has b .en observed in flying saucers, L pillar of cloud coming with 
clouds and with fire, and this also has been observed in flying saucers, 

A pillar of cloud by day and of fire by night was the visible form in 
which God’s presence was seen over Israel as they trekked through the 
wilderness under Moses, This ought to maxe us have serious and reverent 
regard when we hear of clouds and fire accompanying the saucers, not only 
because they marked the visible presence of the unseen God in the midst 
of His people in the wilderness, but also because "fire and pillars of 
smoke" will .be a sign of the coming "great and terrible day of the Lord 1 ' 
when Ho comes in judgement, and when, as we are told, "He cometh with 
clouds 11 and also "with fire". Surely God is speaking to us in these 
things c' 

Ezekiel also said that, in the midso of these vehicles, there were "four 
living creatures", and that the vehicles, which he described as "a wheel 
in the middle of a wheel" wer.; inseparable from the living creatures 
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because '‘the spirit of the living creatures was in the wheels 1 ’ and 
controlled them. So here, they are definitely declared to be control]ed 
. vehicles, and this is the conclusion we have had to draw from observation 
of flying saucers, as they stop .and go, and make sudden changes in their 
flight. 

* 

The prophet shows that in other ways also these *astra]^vehicles bear 
resemblances to the flying saucers. They did not have to turn round to 
go in different directions, and he gave them the same description that we 
give them today. We call them flying saucers because an inverted saucer 
is near in semblance to vif.t we have seen. But what is an inverted saucer 
in appearance but a eircie in the middle of a circle? That is axactly the 
prophet's description • < "a wheel in the middle of a wheel". 

Further resemblance between these vehicles of Scripture and what is being 
discovered scientifically, lies in the fact that these vehicles were "full 
of eyes round about". In getting out his design for his manned space 
4 craft, Mr, Searl is having it fitted with a new development known as 

"fibre optics" which has the same effect of enabling the occupants to see 
in every direction when inside the craft. 

Theologically, the four living creatures are held to be Cherubim, which are 
invariably associated with some form of service for God and man. The 
nature cf the service is indicated here by the fact that the faces of the 
four living creatures were those of the standards under which Israel 
journeyed through the wilderness. A further "identification of these 
vehicles with the mission of Israel is seen in the taking up of Elijah :n 
a ’’chariot of Israel" 0 

it was on a mission for God, and on behalf of Israel, that Ezekiel was 
engaged. He was taken in one of those astral vehicles to give God's 
message to the captives in the Babylonian captivity concerning the ultimate 
restoration of the whole nation end its future glory under the rule of 
the house of David. 


Other Scriptures tell us how these vehicles or "chariots" will be used 
at a dace which is still future, when our Lord comes to rule, but who 
will firstly send forth His angels to cleanse His Israel kingdom of its 
evil.

What ve are told of this future event is very far removed from our 
arrogant ideas of invading space. It is we who are to be invaded .and 
completely token over by those who come with our word from "the heavens" 
which is outer space. 


Science has no knowledge of entra-terrestrial life, but Jesus has shown us 
that tho heavens are inhabited by His angels and by His "elect" and that, 
when He returns, his angels will "gather together His elect from the four 
winds and from one end of heaven to the other", and whom He will bring with 
Him. So when He comes to julge the world, we do not !mow what vast armies 
He will bring with Him from tho immensities of space where, to our know¬ 
ledge, there are over a hnnlu .:! million stars. 
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A prophecy as early as Psalms speaks of the space vehicles in tills future 
events n The chariots of God are twenty thousand, even thousands of angels: 
the Lord is among them", 

Isaiah soeaJ.s of the joy that will be experienced on earth when Christ will

His chariots like a whirlwina to render his anger with fury, and his 
rebuke with flames of fire, For by fire and by sword will the Lord plead 
with all flesh: and the slain of the Lord will be many." 

Our Lord was referring to the same occasion, when, in interpreting the 
parable of the wheat and the tares, Ee said !, The Son of Man shall send 
forth His angels, and they shall gather out of His Kingdom all things 
that offend and them uiiich do iniquity; and shall cast them into a 
fmmnce of fires there shall be wailsng and gnashing of teeth 0 " As St, 

Jude also says, He will come B with the thousands of his saints to execute 
judgement upon ail." 

Concl usions 

So far, the only planets that we know about, are not such as can support 
human life. This exactly accords with the words of the Psalmist:: "The 
heavens are the Lord's but the earth hath He given to the children of 
men". So, for this natural life, we are strictly confined to this earth, 
Sven if we are able to visit the moon or other planets, we have to take 
with us from this earth everything needed to support life including air 
to enable us to breathe. 

With the resurrection body which our Lord had, lie was not confined to the 
limitations of the natural body. Those of us who are i! accounted worthy to 
escape" the judgment that is to come upon the earth, will be given our 
resurrection bodies. Then there might well be inter-planetary travel for 
us vjhen we can join the angels and the "olect" who are able to live, and 
are to be found "from one end of heaven to the other".

FLYING SAUCERS IN KANGAROO FLAT VICTORIA. 

While every eye in recent weeks has been focussed on the moon and the men who 
walked on it— A Bendigo man in Kangaroo Flat has quietly continued with his 
experiments.... on radiant-- 1 thrust space craft .

Mr. Tonti- Fillipini speaks earnestly ? and to the laymans ears* very scienti¬ 
fically. 

He had three yeras ? engineering study at the Melbourne Univeristy? before go¬ 
ing to war. He did not continue with his formal studies? but went on \riLth his 
nome experiments on rockets- startedfirst when a lad at school « 

After reading Adamski ? s book? he switched to solving the problem of radiant thrust 
space craft . 

He examined the action of thunder clouds and lightning flashes. Nothing was too 
remote? or far fetched to be examined. 

" St orm cloud is a ctually a flying saucer? upsid e down $ and the flas hes tend 
to push t he clou d d own if anything * " 

" But the winds which are produced with a thunder cloud are produced by the elec¬ 
trical discharges in the clouds— not as the usual scientific theory has it 
that the winds tend to provide the energy for the lectrical discharges. 

Lightning flashes in the laboratory and on a very small scale have been picked 
up photographically and look exactly the same as a lightning flash in nature* 

M I belive the ordinary flash caused by an electrical discharge between two high¬ 
ly charged bodies is not the same as the natural lightning flash . 

" These experiments with lightning verify an early theory that the elc erical fluid 
dad in fact exist. And had many properties usually found in ordinary fluids. 

I? Lightning flashes occur when this fluid is set in violent motion. It is on 
this fluid that the space craft push "

of his proposed two-man craft .
